Their 
whole defence of it, is rested upon the particu- 
lar circumstances which surround it, and any 
excuse for it is based upon something which 
may seem to render it un exception to the con- 
demnation which, it is admitted, is properly 
due, to the abstract principles of the institu- 
tion. Every one agrees too, that its end will 
eome, They caniot fix the day, nor point out

The Lake Superior News furnishes some in: 
telligence of interest from the mining region. 
It states that the Lakw Superior Compary up to 
the Ist July last had raised 1,028,000 Ibs. in rock 
containing native copper; the Pittsburgh. and 
Boston Copper Harbor Mining Company to Ist 
of. July raised from lease No. 4at Copper Har- 
bor 78,000 Ibs of black oxide, and 2,614,000:Ibs 
from lease No. 5, Cliff Mine, of rock containing 
native copper; the Copper Falls Company to 
the Ist of July raised 106,000 lbs of roek con- 
taining native copper, and large masses of near- 
ly pure copper, not brought to the surface at 
the time, are not included in these statements. 

According to the News some valuable speci- 
mens of copper have recently been taken out of 
some veins upon the lands owned by the Rubi- 
con Mountain Mining Company, situated at 
the head waters of the northerly branches of 
Sturgeon River. Four exceedingly rich veins 
have been discovered and are now being open- 
ed on the three mile location of the Ohio ‘rap 
Rock and Silver Mining Company, lease No. 
295, on the Ontonagoa. Ona mile square loca- 
tion on Eagle River they have also discovered 
two veins which promise to be valuable.. Three 
large and well defined veins of copper have 
been opened and are now being successfully 
worked on the grounds of the Forsyth Mining 
Company, and the Mining operations at Por- 
tage Lake are successfully progressing. The 
ore said to be rich and easily taken out in large 
quantities.

“Last fall, when it was first resolved to re- 
move the mound, it had not been dug into more 
than nine or ten feet before several fine speci- 
mens of isinglass were discovered. This exci- 
ted curiosity, and strict attention was paid to 
all subsequent removals, The cold weather, 
however, setting in, stopped the project until 
the opening of spring, when the work was 
again commenced and has been going on ever 
since. Several skeletons have been dug up at 
different times in a good state of preservation; 
the teeth, particularly, had the enamel on them 
apparently as perfect as ever. They were 
buried without any uniformity, some with their 
heads toward the north, some toward the south, 
and some sitting up. These were thought to 
be considerable discoveries, and indeed they 
are, for they prove incontestibly that the 
mound is of artificial origin; but, in speaking 
of them, the half is not told. Some six weeks 
ago, near the centre of the mound, on the orig- 
inal surface, the appearance of two skeletons 
were discovered. ‘I'he dirt was then carefully

Give him enough knowledge of the faw to ena- 
ble him to do anything it forbids, without in- 
curring its penalties; or to prove that anything 
the people do not like, is a nuisance: Teach 
him enough of the Constitution to convince 
him thet it was made for the especial benefit 
of slaveholders, and that Congress has no power 
except what was given it, for the extension and 
perpetuation of slavery. Instruct him in the 
Bible, till he can prove that it is right for Chris- 





mons, the delegate and representative of Popu- 
lar Right rising to the throne of British sove- 
reignty. Not so with France. Her ruling 
classes, resisted the upward ‘pressure of the 
popular want, which recoiled but to gather 
strength, and reacted with an explosion, which 
seattered them, with the fragments of the 
Great Empire, into the sea of nothingness. 

These are the only two paths, open for the 
march of mind. Society, to avoid the evils 
and disasters that she must encounter in 
the track of revolution, must be true to its 
mission and unite into all her institations the 
peaceful presence of Reform. 

If, then, “radicalism in ethics, politics, and 
religion, stands for, and is a sign of Truth,” as 
the Enquirer, contends, a man cannot be too 
radical, abstractly, nor in practice.

Another Outrage.—Deputy Marshal Hulse, 
yesterday afternoon, returned to Covington in 
pursuit of the bar-keeper of the Josephine, 
whose stabbing rencontre we mentioned above, 
and was assailed by a gang of rowdies, the 
friends of the fugitive, and beaten in a very 
severe manner.

The above items of news, we cut from the 
Cincinnati Advertiser, of Wednesday. In our 
mind, they give rise to some other reflections, 
in addition to those that would naturally occur, 
from perusing an account of an outrage per- 
perpetrated in our city, so shortly sabsequent 
to the’one which filled the place with excitement 
early this week. It seems that the offending 
party made his way into Kentucky, immedi- 
ately after the perpetration of the alleged crime. 
He was pursued by the police officers of the ci- 
ty, and seized while in another State. The au- 
thority of these officers in the matter of arrests 
is co-xtensive with the jurisdiction of our 
laws. Our laws have no force beyond our ter- 
ritory. The authority of police officers then 
does not extend beyond the limit of our soil, 
neither could it, though our law should contain 
an express grant to that effect. The law can 
give no authority, where it is, itself without

ereignty. The ministers of the law are tethered 
by thelaw. Our police officers then in the pur- 
suit and seizure of a supposed or actual crimi- 
nal, in the territory of another State, did 
wrong, were acting illegally. They acted as 
irresponsible individuals, and without the au- 
thority of law. They committed an unlawful 
assault upon the individual they attempted to 
arrest, and had they themsclves been killed in 
the act, the crime would not have been murder.

all, except in the instance of book accounts, 
only raises a presuinpticn of the truth of the 
thing alleged. There is much.more reason in 
this case for having a full and fair investiga- 
tion of the essential facts by a courtand jury, 
than in the other, because in the one case, on 
being delivered up the helpless fugitive is con- 
signed at once, without the delay of any other

The outrage, 
though to be rebuked, we do not consider hein- 
ous, for it was done with the best of motives; 
and the resistance, though lawful, may have 
proceeded from the worst spirit. Yet the con- 
duct of these Kentuckians strongly contrasts 
with the tameness and meekness of our own 
citizens, who scarcely murmured, who never ad- 
vanced the first step towards resisting, an in- 
conceivably more deliberate and insulting out 
rage upon our territorial rights, by the inhabi- 
tants of Parkersburg, who, without any authori- 
ty, abducted several citizens of Ohio, and re- 
moved them from {this State, for trial in 
Virginia, for acts clearly done upon Ohio soil.

ready referred to, concerns fugitive criminals;

The latter reads as follows: “No 
person held toservice or labor in one State, 
under the laws thereof, escaping into another, 
shall, in consequence of any law or regulation 
therein, be discharged from such service or la- 
bor; but shall be delivered up on claim of the 
party to whom such service orjlabor may be due.” 

The principal difference between the two 
clauses, is, that in the former, the demand for 
the fugitive is to be made by the Governor of 
the State from which he fled; in the latter, it 
is made by the person who sets up the claim to 
the service. Under the first clause, according 
to the practice of the different States, to ob- 
tain the removal of a fugitive criminal, it is 
necessary that there should be,

Ist. A duly authenticated requisition from 
the Governor of the State from which he fied, 
upon the executive authority of the State in 
which he is found. It must be upon the exec- 
utive authority of the latter State, because it 
is only through its executive, that one State 
has diplomatic intercourse with another. 

2nd. There must be a copy of the indict- 
ment, to show that the person has been charged, 
and that what he has been charged with, 
amounts to a crime, such as is contemplated by 
the Constitution. Some States, and amongst 
the rest, Kentucky, go still further. In some 
cases, they refer the matter to a court, to in- 
quire into the facts, and only upon its certifi- 
cate, that the facts are such that a conviction 
for the crime charged might legally be had, is 
the Governor at liberty to make the required 
surrender. 

Now, arguing from one to the other, what 
should be required under the very similar 


asan amendment, which pledged the party to 
the accomplishment of the following measures: 
An amendment of the constitution to prohibit 
slavery as a basis of representation in Con- 
gress; the further extension of territory to in- 
crease slavery; the admission of any new state 
with slavery; the abolition of slavery in the 
District of Columbia; the traffic in slaves be 
tween state and state; their transportation 
upon U.S. waters; their public or private sale 
upon any territory, by sea or land, over which 
the United States has jurisdiction; and, gener- 
ally, to pledge the party to the abolition of sla- 
very wherever it may exist.

“But those who had managed the nomination 
so adroitly and unserupulously, were in the as- 
cendant on the resolutions. They had provi- 
d-d an ocean of them, containing any amount 
of windand fury against slavery, but really 
binding them to no action, leaving them at 
perfect liberty to be dragooned into the sup- 
port of the war, and of another slaveholder for 
the presidency. But Mr. Phillips broughit in a 
set which he moved to have added to the regu- 
lar ones, which did in a manly and noble man- 
ner commit the party to a warfare against sla- 
very, so that it could not, without the most 
utter disgrace, fail to break off forever from all 
proslavery and slaveholding Whigs. Hon. Li- 
nus Child, the bought man of the Lawrences, 
cunningly shoved them aside as superfluous.

Latest from the Army. 

The steamship Telegraph arrived at New 
Orleans on the 18th inst., with advices from 
Camargo to the 7th, Matamoras to the 10th, 
and Galveston to the 15th inst. The news is 
highly interesting. We copy from the Delta: 

On the 6th inst., Gen. Taylor crossed the San 
Juan, and on the 7th took up the line of march 
for Seralvo, where Gen. Worth with his com- 
mand has halted. 

The Telegraph had on board, at the time of 
her departure from the Brazos over 300 sick and 
discharged soldiers. She landed at Lacaba a 
command of Germans disbanded from the Tex- 
an Infantry, andalso a company at Galveston 
from the same command; and brought up to 
this place over 200, most of whom have been 
prostrated by disease. 

There were near 600 sick volunteers in the 
hospitals at Camargo, and they were dying very 
fast. So many were sick that it required near 
a whole regiment to attend to them. ‘Those 
whom the ‘Tennesseeans left behind seemed to 
be particularly unfortunate, for they had to call 
for the Alabamians to attend the living and 
bury their dead. As fast as these men get able 
to leave the hospital they are discharged and 
senthome. In fact,igs'" shows a disposition 
to discharge all Vol Sale are discOPRRUt- 
ed and wish to return to theirhomes. ‘Though 
the number of patients in the hospital at Mata- 
moras is larger than at Camargo, the mortality 
is greater at the latter placé—near 3 to 1.— 
Those who are unaccustomed toa southern cli- 
mate, when once prostrated by the fever sel- 
dom regain their former strength on the Rio 
Grande; without a chutige of atmosphere the 
die off quickly, else become so enfeebled that 
they are unable to help themselves, A person 
who has visited the hospitals at the different 
posts, has said that if one-half of the northern 


Grande are effective men on the 15th October, 
it is more than he looks for. 

Gen. Patterson has been left in command of 
all the country from Camargo to the mouth of 
the river, and has been instructed by General 
Taylor to issue an order prohibiting the en- 
trance of strangers into the river and at Ca- 
margo. 

Extract of a letter dated Steamer Col. Cross, 
Sept. 8th, 1846: 
Gen. Taylor left for Monterey on the 5th.—- 
The whole of the Staff, and other invited guests, 
took dinner on the Col. Cross, twenty two in 
all, being invited by the whole-souled Capt. J. 
A. Pratt. When dinner was over, they com- 
menced their march to join the Army. Next 
day, Lieut. French returned for more ammuni- 
tion, a report having reached the General that 
Santa Ana was on his march for Monterey with 
15,000 men, and that all their forces were on 
the march to concentrate at Monterey, to give 
the General a warm reception. Major Gen. 
Patterson is in command. of the whole troops.

Dear Sirn:—My engagements since the re- 
ceipt of your letter of the 14th inst., have been 
such that I have not been able to give to the 
particular questions addressed to me, that full 
consideration which their importance demands. 

I can only say, generally, that | regard it as 
an object of great importance, in a republican 
government to increase, to the greatest possi- 
ble limit, the number of freeholders, and I can 
see no reason why limited quantities of the pub- 
lic lands should not be granted to actual set- 
tlers, being landless persons unable to purchase 
without price, and to actual settlers, being 
landless persons of small means, for prices bare- 
ly sufficient to defray the actual cost of the 
land tothe government. Such a policy would, 
doubtless, greatly enlarge the number of free- 
holds and freeholders, ‘substituting, most bene- 
ficially for all parties, individual ownership of 
the soil, for government ownershi;. 

It seems to me not less important to prevent 
small freeholds from being absorbed into large 
estates, than itis to facilitate their creation 
and multiplication. ‘To this end it would be 
well, I think, to extend the policy of exemption 
from liability for debt, already adopted in rela- 
tign to personal property, to real estate, so far, 
at least, as to secure to each family the undis- 
enjoyment of a home honesty poasess- 
tate me to ddd that I greatly doubt the 
practicability of effecting and permanently es- 
tablishing these and kindred reforms, until free- 
dom for all laborers, and just wages for 
all labor, shall have been secured by an 
impartial and resolute application of the funda- 
mental maxims of genuine Democracy,—which 
demand equal and exact justice and equal rights 
for all men—to whatever in our government, or 
its institutions, or its action is plainly incon- 
sistent with them.

practice throughout the whole land. 
And then suppose that the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian church, with the 
knowledge of the fret in the case, were to pay 
no attention to the scandalous: sentiment set 
forth by that’ church court, or were tb declare 
that “Polygamy in itself was not a sin,” and 
that the renunciation of it ought not to be 
made a condition of membership in the church 
of Christ; and that polygamists were admitted 
to membership in “the churches organized by 
the apostles,” would you not say that the 
General Assembly is on the side of polygamy? 
And suppose not a synod or presbytery, north 
or south, would protest against this action, but 
silentiy acquiesced, would not every such 
church court justly be viewed as in favor of 
polygamy? And then, would not the conclu- 
ion be undeniable and legitimate, that the 
Presbyterian church is pro-polygamy,—in fa- 
vor of polygamy? The same mode of argu- 
ment would also be legitimate with reference 
to dancing, drunkenness, &c., were the whele 
Presbyterian church to declare and act in refer- 
ence to those sins, as she has done in reference 
to slaveholding. 
And how dreadful are the effects of this pro- 
slavery spirit of the Presbyterian church! 
These effects are seen and felt in all her depart- 
ments. The entire Presbyterian church, as a 
general thing, is bound, as with adamant chains, 
by the spirit of slavery. Even in the northern 
States, a large proportion of churchesare barred 
against the discussion of slavery in any shape 
or form; and especially is this the fact since the 
Assembly’s bull of 1845. There were churches, 
before that eventful period, where the subject 
could be discussed without difficulty or distur- 
bance, but have since become so pro-slavery 
that peaceable discussion seems out of the 
question. Witness for instance, a case of the 
kind mentioned in the Herald some time since. 
The case purports to have occurred ata village 
ten or twelve miles from Cincinnati. The 
communication is dated at Springdale, and the 
church of that place seems to have been the 
scene of action. Now it is well known that the 
pastor of that church has, in times past, been 
held and reported tobe a decided anti-slavery 
man. The communication states (and it has 
not been contradicted) that the former minis- 
ter of the church happened to spend a Sabbath 
there recently in the absence of the present 
pastor, and, after considerable difficulty, was 
permitted by a majority of the session to preach 
onthe subject of slavery. After he had ad- 
vanced some ten minutes, a prominent private 
member of the church arose in his place, and 
declared that he solemnly protested against the 
discussion of the subject of s'avery in that 
pulpit, giving as his reason, that it was the ex- 
plicit understanding of the pastor of the church 
as expressed to him, that the subject of slavery 
was not to be discussed in that church. And 
there are many other churches of a similar 
character, when, before the action of the As- 
sembly, the spirit of slavery was rebuked, both 
in preaching and in prayer, but where, since 
the action of the Assembly, the rebuke is no 
more heard; no, not even in prayer. Alas! how 
does the spirit of piety wither before the demon 
of slavery!! ALEPH. 





Correspondence of the Morning Herald. 

Knox County Liberty Convention, 

Proceedings of the Liberty Convention held 
in the Court House, Mt. Vernon Knox county, 
on the 18th day of September, 1846. 

The Convention met at 11 o’clock, A. M., 
when Dr. John Baxter was called to the chair, 
and Levi North was appointed Secretary. Mr. 
M. R. Hull having been introduced by the chair- 
man, addressed the meeting on the subject of 
the Black Laws; his remarks were brief but 
pointed and forcible. After which Mr. Lewis 
took the floor and stated the subjects upon 
which he intended to speak in the afternoon, 

The meeting then adjourned. 

At 1 o’clock the Convention assembled. The 
chairman being absent, Israel Murphy, Esq., 
was appointed to fill the vacancy, when aftera 
song from Mr. Hull, Mr. Lewis took the floor. 
During his discourse he made the following 
points, to-wit: 

That our country is governed. by slavery; 
That its laws have been made for the support 
of slavery and against liberty; 

That the free States are morally and politi- 
cally as guilty as the slave State; and finally, 

That it is the duty of those who oppose sla ve- 
ry to support only such a party and to vote for 
such men only for offices as are wholly absolved 
from all allegiance toslavery and slaveholders. 
All these points were enforced with such an 
array of facts and arguments that resistance 
seemed impossible. 

At the close of the address Levi North offer- 
ed the following resolutions, which were adopt- 
ed withaut a dissenting voice. 

Resolved, That we hold slavery under all cir- 
cumstances to be a sin, and that all who wil- 
lingly, through the government or otherwise, 
tolerate or help to maintain it, are guilty in a 

degree scarcely inferior to those who them- 
selves onslave men. . 

That we have long believed slavery to be the 
great disturber in our government: the great in- 
terest before which all! others are forced to bow; 
and that we heartily rejoice to see that the two 
great political parties at the North are, in view 
of the settlement of the Oregon question and 
the annexation of Texas, the vote of the River 
and Harbor billand the French Spoliation bill, 
our war with Mexico and the reduction of the 
tariff, and in the appointment of a large ma- 
jority of the officers of the Federal Government 
from the slave States, likewise beginning so to 
d itund believing this sentiment will grow 
stronger and stronget, we are led to hope that 
the day’ is not far distant when these parties 
will deem it their duty to resist the unjust de- 
mands of this varacious monster, 

That our revolutionary ancestors disregard- 
ing for the time, the trivial questions of tempo- 
rary policy and expediency, contended for the 
“one idea” alone of American Independence; 
and that the few who then looking at sccurity 

from the ravages of a war and the threatened 
punishments of an exasperated King as their 
8 fur opposing the American Revolution, 

were justly esteemed the enemies of our liberty. 

That we. have no hopes. of seeing. slavery 
abolished except by some party which shall 

make that question paramount to all others, 

and that the ‘one idea” of liberty against slave- 

ry is a foundation sufficiently broad for the sup- 

port in our country of a separate political par- 

ty for the overthrow of slavery.

He opened with an 
elegant sentence, which took him five minutes 
to rid himself, ending the same with something 
about cabbage and potatoes. He talked nearly 
two hours about our indebtedness, the banks 
and the tariffs, and then—and then the “one 
idea” was put upon the board, and with butch- 
er knife and pinchere in hand he dissected the 
crittur. He stated that he was charged by 
Liberty men of having been driven into his 
present position by the action of the abolition- 
ists, Said it was false. Said he was an anti- 
slavery man before “Sam Lewis ever dreamed 
of being one.” Was opposed to.slavery, and 
because it was the heighth of injustice to a fel- 
ow man—an injury to the master in a moral 
point of view and deadens his energies—an in- 
jury to the State in which it existed and a dis- 
race to the nation. Was opposed to the 
lack laws, but was not for amending the con- 
stitution so as to permit negroes to vote. He 
named the testimony law, and supposed a case 
of its injustice; then the bond law, and said it 
was practically useless, was never enforced, 
was for its repeal; but he did not tell us what 
it was nor give us a word of argument on it,— 
not a word. He was desirous that negroes 
should enjoy the benefit of our school fund, but 
never made us an argumert on it—never told 
us that they were excluded our schools in vio- 
lation of our constitution. S@id he had ex- 
pressed the same sentiments wherever he had 
een, and would continue to doso. 
had had fault found with them because the 
refused last winter, though they had a majori- 
ty in both houses of our Legislature, to repeal 
the Black Laws. He said there was a reason 
for their action. Public sentiment was not 
right for it. Lauw-makers were never ahead of 
public sentiment,—when public sentiment was 
right, our laws would be made right. He found 
fault with the Liberty men for adhering to the 
“one idea.” Thought it was wrong to ask 
Whigs to come to them, and give up other 
great political questions. Charged that they 
had tried this in ’44—had, by voting for Bir- 
ney, elected Polk, annexed Texas, got- us into 
a war, and into debt, and reduced the tariff.— 
Denied that we had gained a victory in New 
Hampshire. Said Col. Cilley was (is) a Whig. 
Said the subscribers to your paper had within a 
year fallen from seven thousand to four.— 
Thought it indicated our progress. And ended 
with repeating his sentiments in regard tc sla- 
very and the black laws. On these subjects, 
he spoke about three-quarters of an hour.— 
Perhaps ten minutes were taken up in telling 
us that he was opposed to slavery and the black 
laws, and in his ill.stration against the testi- 
mony law. With the one exception I have 
named, he did not make a solitary argument 
against them. He admitted public sentiment 
was wrong, yet spent the greatest part of his 
time in an effort to convince Liberty men that 
they ought to vote for him. Knowing, as he 
must, that three-fourths of his hearers did not 
know what slavery and the black laws were, 
(and they were as wis as the majority of the 
buckeyes,) he, holding so high a position, could 
give us but about ten minutes in the cause of 
Liberty: in dollars and cents he did not spare 
time. Shame that he should thus estimate hu- 
man liberty. I conclude that, although I do 
not deny his hatred to slavery, &c., yet that he 
eared (and for what cause I say not,) more 
about gett ng some of our votes'than for setting 
what according to his own words was a deprav- 
ed public sentiment aright. I give him credit 
for great ability, great eloquence, and I only 
wish they were better employed. 


Our Liberty meeting was large: the Court 
House was full. As many heard Mr. Lewis as 
did Mr. Bebb. The 18th was a great day for 
us; I can’t describe it—I can only say it was 
one of the happiest days of my existence. Mr. 
Lewis is a man, and has the sentiments and 
feelings of a man. To look at him only, will 
excite one’s interest; but oh! to hear him speak 
is thrilling pleasure. So candid, feeling; noble. 
One can’t help but feel himself a man, when 
in his presence. Then to behold that noble 
form, to hear that manly voice, now soft as the 
lute, now strong like the bugle’s blast, now 
terrible like the whirlwind’s roar; and then 
that intellectual forehead, the critical nose 
and honest grey hairs, and above all that eye, 
ah! that eye. What an eye! His tongue is 
eloquent; but his eye—there’s the attraction.

Destructive Fire, 
Twenty-three Houses Destroyed—The Phil- 
adelphia Chronicle gives an account of a dea- 
tractive fire in that city, on last Tuesday af- 
ternoon. It broke out ina soup house at the 
southwest corner of Schuylkill Sixth and Geo.

The Great Western—Narreow Escape. 
The Great Western sailed on the 12th from 
Liverpool with 126 passengers and 85 hands.—

The Late News and Provision Market, 

The lesson of last year will be lost, we ap- 
prehend, on the speculators. If they will but 
examine the news brought by the Great Wes- 
tern, they will see clearly that the reports of 
the failure of the crops in Britain, and of the 
potato crop generally, are no more fearful this 
year than last; but many to their cost learned 
that the reports last year were exaggerated. It 
is fair to presume that the same is the fact now.
